I. W. Lewis, the father of one of the 
boys, is by no means satisfied with the 
coroner's verdict, and there is more 
evidence to support the murder theory than 
that they were killed by accident. 

Mr. Lewis savs his investigations show 
that the boys left Murphysboro after the 
midnight passenger train had gone south. 
They were seen no more alive. The bodies 
Were found Saturday morning at _ 6:50 
o'clock. The track where the bodies were 
found 1s perfectly straight. It is ballasted 
with shatts, making a roadbed as smooth 
and as white as granitoid. An object on 
this white track would have been easily 
seen by the engineer. Being just outside 
of the station both the engineer and the 
fireman would have been looking out of 
the cab windows. 

The thing most convincing to Mr. Lewis 
that there was foul play is the fact that 
bullet holes were found in the hats of each 
boy. . In the Lewis boy's hat two bullet 
holes were found, 
one bullet bad penetrated the 
of his hat. These evidences were 
covered until after the coroner 
ished his inquest. 

Another reason Mr. Lewis cannot 
the accident theory is that some of the 
coroner's jury say the boys were struck by 
a northbound train, while others state that 
they must have been struck by a south- 
bound train, Then, had they gone to sleep 
on the trick, the bedies would have been 
mangled. As it was, there was not a 
mark on either body, aside from the crush-

The ante-mortem statement is said 
to be fully confirmed by the confession of 
the wife, made when she heard the lips of 
her dying husband tell of her guilt.
